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BULGARIAN LANGUAGE GUIDE 

Bulgarian is spoken by some 6 million people. There 
are a few differences between the Bulgarian spoken in 
the eastern part of the country and that spoken in the 
western part, but this Guide, which is based on the 
language of Sofia, can be used throughout the country. 

This Language Guide will enable you to ask direc- 
tions, buy things or order a meal in Bulgaria. Know- 
ing a little of the language will also help you get 
along with the people, for they will naturally be 
pleased to see a stranger showing enough interest in 
them to try to speak their language. 

How to Use the Records ond Guide 

The records that go with this Guide give you a 
number of the most important words and phrases in 
Bulgarian. Read the section called Hints on Pronun- 
ciation and then listen to the records until you know 
the Useful Words and Phrases by heart. Repeat each 
word out loud right after you hear it and say it exactly 
the way the Bulgarian speaker does . Imitate the pro- 
nunciation as closely as you can, just as you might 
mimic someone who has an unusual accent. Try to 
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get every detail of the pronunciation, even the rhythm 
and intonation. Follow the words in your Guide but 
use them only as a reminder: if you hear something 
different from what you see written, go by what you 
hear. Remember that you can 9 t get the sound of a lan - 
guage from the printed word alone — you have to use 
your ears even more than your eyes . If you don’t have 
the records and can’t get a Bulgarian speaker to read 
the words, you will have to rely on the Hints on 
Pronunciation. 

By the time you have practiced the Useful Words 
and Phrases several times, you will know what sound 
each letter stands for in the Guide. You will then be

able to pronounce the Additional Expressions even 
though you have not actually heard them, and you 
will be able to form sentences of your own by using 
the section called Fill-in Sentences. 

Hints on Pronunciation 

All the words and phrases are written in a spelling 
that you read like English . Each lettef or combination 
of letters is used for the sound it normally represents 
in English and it always stands for the same sound. 
Thus, “oo” is always to be read as in too, boot , tooth, 
roost . Say these words and then pronounce the vowel 
sound by itself. That is the sound you must use 
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every time you see “oo** in the Pronunciation col- 
umn. If you should use some other sound — for exam- 
ple, the one in blood or the one in door — you might 
be misunderstood. 

Syllables that are accented — that is, pronounced 
louder than others— are written in capital letters. 
Curved lines ( w ) are used to show sounds that are pro- 
nounced together without any break; for example, 
* * t w y oo t- Y OON meaning “tobacco/* 

Special Points 

A or AH as in father , calm , ah. Example: “GA-ra-ta" 

meaning “the railroad station/* “KAHK“ 
meaning “how.**

fore sometimes sounds like the e in let. 
Example: “NAY" meaning “no." 

U or UH as in but, gun, sum, butter. Examples : * ‘ BUL- 

gar-skee" meaning “Bulgarian," “a y- 
DEEN cha-SUH" meaning “one o’clock." 

H when underlined stands for the sound you 

make when you clear your throat to spit. 
Example: “GRAHH" meaning “peas." 

J stands for the sound in measure, usual, divi- 

sion, azure. Since we have no single letter 
for this sound in English, we write it in 
your Language Guide as “j." Remember 
that it is the sound in measure and not the 
sound in judge. Example: “go-spo-JA" 
meaning “Mrs."

To learn to say these phrases so that you will 
be understood, imitate the sounds exactly as you hear 
them. You will hear the English first, followed by the 
Bulgarian; then repeat the Bulgarian out loud and say 
it good and loud. Remember! Repeat every Bulgarian 
phrase right after you hear it. 

In the Bulgarian Language Guide which should be 
used with these records all the phrases you will hear 
are written in a spelling that you read like English. 

Listen to the records six or seven times and you will 
know the phrases by heart.
